And Had O ccasion Com e Up Would 
H ave U sed It to D efeat the 
Sidew alk O rdinance. 


The members of the city council held 
a meeting last night. They gc^siped, 
wrangled, parleyed and palavered and 
at 11:20 
o’clock 
adjoilrned without 
passing the sidewalk ordinance for the 
consideration of which the meeting was 
called. About the only thing ujion 
which the councilmen agreed was that 
the city should have a dog catcher and 
one was appointed. 


The committee on ordinances, which 
had for consideration the sidewalk or­ 
dinance introduced by Alderman Mc­ 
Donald at the preceding 
meeting, 
reiJorted by Chairman Ward that the 
oi'dinance was full of defects and did 
not correspond to the committee’s ideas 
as to the construction of sidewalks. 
Chairman W ard ottered a new ordi­ 
nance which the cnuncil accepted as a 
substitute. It permitted the construc- 
of i)lank walks on certain streets and 
made no concession to the property 
holders, reciuiring them to build theii 
own walks and In cases where the 
owners refused to comply with orders 
to reconstruct their walks the city 
might build them and assess the ex­ 
pense, with a penalty of 10 per cent, 
to the owners of the abutting property. 


The streets where cement or flag­ 
ging exclusively must be used in the 
construction of walks were both sides 
of 
Pipestone 
street, h*om Main to 
Britain avenue, both sides of Main from 
Seventh to Fourth, west side of Water 
from Main to Fifth, north side of Terri­ 
torial from W ater to Winans. south 
side of Territorial from W ater to First, 
both sid^s of Bronson avenue from 
Bluff to end of avenue, both sides of 
Bellevlew from Pipestone to Arch, 
both sides of Broadway from Belleview 
to Britain avenue, both sides of Pleas 
ant from Pipestone to Belleview, and 
High street to l{oss both sides. 


Alderman McDonald declared that 
he would not vote for the ordinance 
because it was too rigorous on the prop­ 
erty holders. 
He insisted that his 
ordinance, which ?ave them five years 
to pay for walks built by the city, 
could not be improved upon, and witli 
considerable emphasis the alderman 
expressed himself opposed to tho com­ 
m ittee’s ordinance. The councilmen 
present w'ere able to agree on the 
proposition that plank walks should be 
permitted on certain streets. 
ICven 
Alderman McDonald agreed to this 
although his ordinance provides for al 
cement or stone. 


Aldermen Cole and Butzbach were 
absent from last night’s meeting and 
as Alderman McDonald’s vote 
was 
necessary to pass Alderman W ard’ 
ordinance it was decided to refer the 
ordinance back to the committee rather 
than press action upon it and have 
defeated, 
Alderman McDonald exei 
cised the jiower he controlled with con 
siderable 
firmness. He showed no 
signs of weakening and after a rather 
tumultuous exchange of opinions, con 
tinuing from 9:30 until 11:20 o’clock the 
ordlfjanee was sent back to the source 
from which It sprung and a motion to 
adjourn by Alderman W ard was a 
signal for th© councilmen to get their 
hats without waiting for the formality 
of a ballot.

Imagination Has Much to Do With 
Seasickness Says C. K. Par­ 
mer.

William J. McClure, the engineer 
on the steamer City of Chicago, has 
been a marine eogineer on the lakes 
for 30 years, most all of which has 
been spent on side wheel steamers. 
Charles L. Barron, the engineer on 
the City of Milwaukee, has seen a few 
years more service than has Mr. Mc­ 
Clure. Competent engineers for the 
delicate machinery on a sidowheel 
steamer are getting scarce and these 
two engineers arc known all around the 
big lakes.

The first boat Mr. McClure ever run 
was the Cleveland which was a side- 
wheel steamer and 
plied between 
Cleveland and Lake Superior. 
He 
came from a family of Scotch engineers 
and the engineer who perished on the 
Chicora was his brother.

Passengers on the City of Chicago 
always try to get an interview with 
the chief engineer. 
He not only 
knows all there is to know about the 
massive machinery 'which propels his 
boat but he is a capital story teller and 
nobody, even those who travel with 
him every day, ever heard him tell the 
same story a second time. 
Engineer 
McClure is the pnly man on the boat 
who sleeps in a regular bed. 
The 
captain sleeps in a berth and so like­ 
wise does the clerk while the room of 
the engineer is fitted up like a bedroom 
in one’s own home.* *

The large sidewheels on the City of 
Chicago makes 105 revolutions to every 
mile traveled. Any passenger who is 
curious enough can time the revolu­ 
tions for a minnte and figure out at 
just what speed the boat is moving. 
There is a small variation in the dis­ 
tance traveled in a certain number of 
revolutions. Chicago has been reached 
from Benton Harbor in iJ,300 revolu­ 
tions of the big wheels and once the re­ 
cords show that against a heavy gea 
6,800 revolutions were required.

Charles K. Farmer, clerk on the 
Chicago, thinks that seasickness on a 
sidewheel nteamer is more the result of 
faith in one’s ability to get sick than 
in the tossing of the sea. “ Why,” said 
Mr. Farmer, “1 have seen ladies come 
up to the ticket window while the boat 
was tied to the dock. They would ex­ 
press the idea that they were going to 
get sick and they have been sick be­ 
fore getting away with their tiekcts. 
It takes very rough weather to make 
those sick who declare they won’t be 
sick.”

Is Show n In th e W elfare of the Fire 
D epartm ent. 


Almost a month ago the members of 
the fire department presented a pe­ 
tition to the city council for a hook and 
adder truck. 
The petition was re 
ferred to the fire committee of w'hich 
Alderman Butzbach is chairman. The 
alderman interred It 
In his inside 
coat pocket and there it has ever since 
remained. The firemen have visited 
the alderman and urged that he make 
a report upon it. 
The 
alderman 
smiled blandly and assured the firemen 
th^t at the very next meeting of the 
council he would submit a report. 


Week after week has passed and the 
Bremen’s petition has not been heard 
rom. The patience of the firemen Is 
nearly exhausted. They have a right 
to insist upon recognition inasmuch as 
they ask so little for the valuable ser­ 
vice they give the city and naturally 
they feel aggrieved that their petition 
for a hook and ladder truck is not 
passed upon. 


There is probably not another city 
in Michigan of equal size that has 
more poorly equipped fire department 
than Benton Harbor and whicn asks so 
much from its fire-fighters as this city 
It is a marvel among most people that 
Benton Harbor is able to Keep its de­ 
partment together, considering the an 
noyanee that the men are obliged to 
suffer. 
The necessi'y for a hook i 
ladder truck is imperative toanvbody 
who uaderstands the fighting of fires, 
and it is glaringly inconsiderate to re­ 
quire a companv of 
volunteers 
jeopardize their lives as the local fire­ 
men are required to do In fighting fires 
without ladders. 


The city has a fire engine which it 
does not use once in five years anc 
without which the department would 
be just as adequate as it is now. 
It is 
proposed that the engine be turned in 
as part payment for a hook and ladder 
truck by which plan, with an invest­ 
ment of not to exceed $800, an Aeria 
truck could be acquired and the fad 
ities of the department made equal to 
those of other cities which take 
reasonable pride in maintaining ade­ 
quate fire protection without such a 
sacrifice of lives as was witaessed in 
this city last fall.

A Hew B lat aa to Fogs. 


Nothing Is worse than fog at sea. A 
ftorm may cause discomfort;, an accident 
ma; cause delay, but In neither case docs 
tho traveler feel so helpless as when his 
vessel Is completely shut lu by dense fog. 
:o lessen the dapger which then exists 
: Professor £. C. Pickering, the director of 
the Hnrvnnl college observatory, suggests 
in a pnmphlet just received a method of 
determining ^the position of a vessel In a 
fog, bnsed upon tho velocity of sound. If 
two fog horns of different pitch be plaoed 
at e^ual dlstnncHss from the middle of a 
channel or entrance to a harbor and be 
sounded simulcaneously at regular Inter* 
vnls of about a minute, It will bo evident 
thut a eaptain of a vessel will be able to lo­ 
cate his position with fair accuracjr by not­ 
ing when the sounds of the horns are 
heard. If tho two sounds are heard at tho 
same Instant, the vessel will bo In the 
middle of the channel, and If they are 
m rd after ono another it would bo possi­ 
ble to Judge from tho interval betii^cen 
the two how much the vessel Is out of the 
middle of tho ehiinnel. 
For vessels pass­ 
ing one another Professor Pickering sug­ 
gests that each should whistle or blow the 
lorn or siren ns soon as the sound Is re­ 
ceived from the other vessel. Then If they 
are five miles apart each will whistle ev­ 
ery ^ seconds, and tho distance in miles 
between the two vessels can always bo de­ 
termined by dividing the Interval in seo- 
onds by ten. 


By placing two different fog whistles on 
long steamer, one at tho bow and the 
other at the stern, and arranging that the 
sounds emittoil by both should be hoard 
together by an observer standing at the 
how, many collisions might be prevented. 
Instructions could be given to sailing ves­ 
sels to keep quiet so long as both signals 
weie heard eepavately, for they would then 
be in DO danger, but to fire a gun or make 
other loud noise when both whistles were 
heard together, for they would then be In 
front of the steamer. ThiMo various meth­ 
ods may be oomblned Indefinitely, and 
they seem to be worth the consideration of 
navigators.—‘Nature.

facing the park. You get the luxury, how­ 
ever, when you dcscend to tho lower floors 
of the hotel and And that you pay not for 
your little room, but for tho beautiful per 
lors, tho comfortable lounging and writing 
rooms, the army of well trained servants 
always ready to attend your ollghtest 
wants, and all expecting a tip; tho really 
good oil paintings on the walls by first rato 
French artists and tho general air of quiet, 
dignity and exclusiveness whloh pervades 
the whole place. 
Tho landlord pays $300, 
tiOO a year rent for the hotel and has over 
800 servants. 


The restaurants at these upper class 
hotels have prl<Mjs which appall an eoonom 
ical man from the west. 
A dish of straw

Another section fixes the rate of duty 
cattle hides at 15 per cent, ad valorem 
and admits raw skins free. The ques­ 
tion involved Is the classification of calf 
skins, It being contended 'that commer­ 
cially calf skins are not classed as hides 
of cattle, and hence are entitled to free 
entry, which is liable to be contrary to 
the purpose of congress. 
Attention Is 
also called to the fact that the provision 
as to licenses for customs brokers was, 
by inadvertence it is believed, left out 
of the act. 


Circulars are in preparation constru­ 
ing a number of the .sections of the act. 
Persons entering this country are per­ 
mitted 
under certain 
restrictions to 
bring with them duty free “usual and 
reasonable furniture.” 
This Is Inter­ 
preted to mean much furniture as would 
be reasonable and useful for the per­ 
sonal use of persons In tlielr condition 
In life.
